50-032423. Toku-kai Sho. Published March 29. 1975 - Describes in general, in 
a control circuit for an electric motor for powering a vehicle, a motor (2) that is 
driven when a switch (9) is turned ON. In addition, when the switch (9) is turned 
OFF and the switch (8) is turned OFF, a control signal from the control circuit (7) 
is sent to transistors (5) and (6). The transistor (5) is disconnected, the transistor 
(6) becomes conductive, and motor braking occurs. 

54-037214. Toku-kai Sho. Published March 19. 1979 - Describes in general, 
when a first transistor Q1 is turned ON and a second transistor Q2 is turned OFF, 
the motor M rotates. When the first transistor Q1 is turned OFF and the second 
transistor Q2 is turned ON, braking of the motor M occurs. 

58-031791. Jitsu. kai Sho. Published March 2. 1983 - Describes in general, a 
dynamic braking circuit consisting of a resistor 6 and a transistor 1 8 is connected 
in parallel to a direct current electric motor 5. When a bi-directional three 
thyristor 10 for power supply is turned OFF, the transistor 15 turns OFF, and 
dynamic braking is applied to the direct current motor 5 by the transistor 18 and 
the resistor 6. 
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49-079000. Toku-kai Sho. Published July 30. 1974 - Describes in general, in 
the embodiments, a switch circuit 18 providing a microswitch 16 is connected to 
a direct current electric motor 10 of an electric screw driver. When the button of 
the microswitch 16 is pressed and turned ON, the electric motor rotates. When 
the button is turned OFF, the connection between the electric motor and the 
power source is interrupted, simultaneously the armature of the electric motor is 
shorted, and the rotation of the electric motor stops due to the braking action. 

57-027791. Jitsu-kai Sho. Published February 13. 1982 - Describes in 
general, when a switch 2 is turned OFF, the switch detection circuit 8 detects that 
switch 2 has been turned OFF, and the result is input into a gate control 7. The 
gate control circuit turns ON a semiconductor switch 6 to brake a direct current 
electric motor 3.
